GRAY IS BEST COLOR 


FOR NIGHT FIGHTING 


BERLIN, Aug. 1.—Probability of much 


night fighting in future gives added value 
to the- new gray uniform of the German 
soldiers. While this attire proved its su- 
perior invisibility at the recent maneu- 
vers during- the daytime it was in the 
night fighting that Its effectiveness was 
best demonstrated. In daylight men en- 
gaged in patrol duty and security service 
were unseen by ttie enemy, but those In 
dark blue in the hostile forces at onca 
drew their fire. 
Numerous fights took 


place at night with searchlights, 
and 


then it was found that the gray was 
universally appreciated. 


Troops wearing the old uniforms were 


clearly visible on the ground, even when 
lying down, while those in gray were ex- 
tremely difficult to discover, < even when 
In close order.

teiend an investigation of Delegate Wickersham's accusation that 
Attorney-General Wickersham has shielded and protected Alaska 
.-syndicate criminals. As the majority of the committee are Demo- 
crats who would gladly seize an opportunity to smirch the Taft ad- 
•aninistration, provided there was any reasonable evidence at hand 
;to substantiate charges of misdoing, the refusal-to take up the Alas- 
•kan delegate's charge is significant. It indicates the delegate';?

iached to his charges. 


Alaska's interests are not likely to'be furthered to any consider-

If they are false 
"the Alaskan delegate is a malignant libeler unworthy of trust and 
ibelief. The House Judiciary Committee has refused to take up his 
charges after hearing them .and examining the proofs presented to 
substantiate them. The. delegate naturally has no influence at the 
fWbite House and he is evidently discredited in Congress.

^[Alaska no good. He came to Washington to raise hell, according 
ko "his own statement, and he has raised it to the extent of his abil- 
ity.

ings of the insane asylum on the side of the mountain southwest of 
the city early today. There were 800 patients in the building when 
the fire was discovered and it was only a well-organized fire-fight- 
ing corps and a splendid coolness,and bravery among the nurses and 
attendants-that averted further loss of life.

The women were moved-without; serious difficulty to the'adjoin- 


ing buildings. The situation among; the men was more serious. The 
fire broke out on the fourth floor in what is known as Section D, 
where the violent insane are kept. ;• "Most of the men, guarded by 
attendants, moved down three flights.of stairs out of the fire zone 
in orderly procession, .but were.driven into a frenzy by the stifling 
smoke and the excitement and they fought oft their rescuers with. 
desperate fury. Three-of them, after being carried down to the sec- 
ond floor, broke away and fled baclj; to* the blazing corridors. 


The flames in the meantime ha<jl spread down the-hallway and 


were eating their way through the .floor to. the third story. The 
asylum brigade, although fighting! bravely, were handicapped by 
the maniacs and were losing- control The city brigade, which had 
boen summoned, was then toiling' up ..the steep roadway to the asy- 
lum grounds.

The firemen, in fighting both fire-:and maniacs were in constant 


peril and frequently were seen perched on window sills through 
which the smoke was pouring, trying to drag forth a struggling 
man.

to our cyclones, and are confined to a 
belt of forty-nve degrees to either side ol 
the sun's equator.

In recurrence tlxe.y 
come by periods, the maximum comlrg 
every eleven years.
